Reſtoration of the Jews, &c. 


N a Treatiſe ſome Time ſince drawn up, by 
1 Way of Expoſition on the forty ninth Pſalm, 
I enlarg'd on the Matters principally revealed 
under the moſt ſublime Figures, in that Pſalm, 
viz. on the Reaſons and Ends of our Lord's 
Aſcenſion into Heaven, with Reſpect of the 
great Events, which, in Conſequence of that 
Triumphant Act, are, in the whole or in Part, 
already come to paſs, and done: Such as are 
His taking the Kingdom ; His ſending the Holy 
Ghoſt on his Church; His preparing Manſions for 
us with Himſelf in Glory; His ſending out his 
Apoſtles to call and convert the Gentiles ; and His 
ſubduing all infidel and apoſtate Adverſaries 
und Opponents, if not to the Sword of His Word 
and Truth, yet to That of his Power and Jufitce, 
To theſe I intended to add other Tradts on 
the other Reaſons and Ends of the fame which 
are not yet come to paſs ; ſuch as are the Revela- 
tion and Deftrution of Antichriſt, and his Ad-

berents ; the Reſurrection of the Dead; the Reſto- 
ration of all Things decay d, and loft by the Fall; 
and the final inflating f the Saints of God in his 
glorious Inheritance and Kingdom. 

At my firſt entering on has Work, and this 
Deſign, I intended what I had writ, and ſhould 
write, on ail, or any of theſe Points, for private 
Uſe only. But Two of them, viz. The Re- . 
Jection, and the Reftoration of the Jets, appear- 

ing, from Conjunctures that have emerg'd ſince, 
to merit the more attentive Conſideration of the 
Public at this Time, I have thought fit to reviſe, 
and ſend abroad what I had noted on theſe 
' Heads. In Relation to which, the Reader may 
previouſly obſerve, that they are, for the moſt 
Part, di/tinfly and ſeparately treated of in the 
Prophecies of the Old and New Teſtament; tho 
ſometimes They are mention'd both together in 
the ſame Text; of which ſort, for Example, 
That of St. Paul to the Romans, Ch. 11. v. 


25, 26. is, I think, of more ſpecial Obſerva-

Now, This Text, which thus treats, 1ſt, of 
the Fews being givey. over to Blindneſs, in Part; 
ſleven in that far greater Part of Their Nation 
which from the Days of Chriſi did, and to this 
Day does deny the Salvation of Mankind by 
Him,) and 2dly, of their being fav'd again in 
their Converſion and Reftoration, which are 
_ ſtill to come; is deliver'd by the Holy Apoſtle, 
both as a Revelation from God to himſelf, as alſo 
by Way of (itation from an illuſtrious Prophecy 
concerning the ſame, in the Ol Teſtament. For 
thus He adds to the Words now before us 
As it is Written, There ſhall come out of Sion 
e the Deliverer, and ſhall turn away Ungodli- 
« neſs from Jacob: For This is my Covenant 
* unto them, when I ſhall take away T heit

This is a Prophecy of Tſaiah, Chap. lix. v. 20. 
which the Apoſile yet farther explains, and ap- 
plies, in the verſe: next following. As con- 
e cerning the Goſpel, They (the Jews) are 
%% Enemies for your: Sakes, (meaning, for the 
© Sake of us Gentile Chriſtians) but as touch- 
ing the Election, (in Reſpect of. Their final 
« Call and Converſion) They are beloved for 
the Fathers (the ancient believing Patriarchs) 
« Sakes. For the Gifts and Calling of God, 
"1 1 He, are without Repentance (or Change) 
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of Years together, without the leaſt Change in

« For as ye, who in Times paſt; have not be- 
& lieved God, yet have now obtained Mercy 


ce thro' Their Unbelief; even ſo have Theſe 


& alſo now not believed, that thro' your Mercy 
«© They alſo may obtain Mercy. For God hath 


* concluded them all (both Jews and Gentiles 


« by Turns) in Unbelief, that he might have 
« Mercy upon all:“ Meaning, by rejecting, 
and calling each, to the Goſpel of his Grace and 
Salvation. And, indeed, 

If one conſiders the State of the Jewiſh Na- 
tion, with both the Threatnings and Promiſes of 
God concerning them, I mean, with Reſpect of 
their Falling and Caſting away, on the one 
Hand; and of their Calling and Reſtoring again, 
on the other. I ſay, if one conſiders theſe Di- 
vine Threatnings and Promiſes, as they were 
(reſpectively) enter d of Record, even many 
Ages before the former of the tuo great Events 
intended by them, were brought to paſs; and 
withal obſerves, with what rigorous Exactneſs 
That has been, and to this Day is, inflicted, by 
a plainly viſible Courſe of Judgments on them in 
their Deſolation; one cannot, without wilfully 
ſhutting his Eyes, help ſeeing, that there is a 


ſtanding Miracle of both Judgment and Mercy 


exerciſed, on that People, by a Providence dif- 
cern'd and confeſs'd by very Heathens and Ma- 


| bymetans, for the great Ends all along foretold; 


1a that, They are ſo wonderfully diſpers'd, and 
yet ſo wonderfully preſerv'd under that Diſper- 
fron, all the World over, for ſo many hundreds

their Circumſtanees, without any regular or con» 
ſiſtent Order of Law, Policy, or Religion left 


among them ; without any proper Settlements, 


or Poſpeſſions of Lands, Tenements, or Dominions, 
in any Nation; and the Place of their own 
| Nation left fo abſolutely deſolate all the Time. 


This, I fay, as it was threaten'd, and put in 


Execution, Fit, in Order to their Call and 
Reſtoration afterwards ; is ſuch a ſtanding Mi- 
racle of Providence, ſo order'd, to aſſure us of 
that Call and Reſtoration, that, if we open our 
Eyes, either to the Word of God in Scripture, 
or to the ſenſible Diſpenſations of his Judg- 
ments, in the World, we cannot but be ſatisfied 
of this remaining great Event, I mean, that it 
will aſſuredly be, before, or about the Time of 
the End of the preſent Syſtem and Order of 
Things in the World, tho' we know not diſ- 
tinctly the Day and Hour when it ſhall be. 

Of that former Part of the Deſolation of the 
City of Teruſalem, with the Dzſper/ion of the 
People of the Jes; as alſo of this Jarter, of 
their Call and 3 there are many, almoſt 
numberleſs Paſſages of Scripture, which like- 
wiſe do as I have ſaid, diſtinctly foretell, that 
They ſhou'd be accompliſh' d in their Seaſons. 

And, therefore, as the one of theſe wonder- 


full Diſpenſations of the Almighty, was ſo de- 
creed to lead the Way to the other; (which 


was as certainly to follow) I will now, in the 


firſt Place, produce ſome of thoſe more ſpecial 
Prediction, of That, to come in a more rden 


| Manner to the Others relating to This, 
CR 1ſt, 


- oft Then, as to Their Deſfruction and Di, 
perſion, the holy Prophet Daniel tells us, that 
« after the Cutting off of Meſſiah, the People 
© of the Prince that was to come, (meaning 
* the Romans,) ſhould deſtroy the City of Jeru- 
te ſalem, and the Sanctuary that was therein; 
© and that the End thereof ſhould be with a 
& Flood.” That is, with Deſtruction like that 
in the Days of Noah; (ſudden and unhok'd for 
by Them that were to periſh in it) and that, 

unto the End of the War, or preſent Diſpenſation 

of Affairs in the World,. Their Deſolations 

« were determin'd, Dan. ix. 26.“ | 

In like Manner, Jſaiab ſaid, The Hard ning 
of the Hearts of the Fews, was to be © till the 

« Cities (of their Country) ſhou'd be waſted 
ee without Inhabitant, and the Houſes left with- 

«. out Man; and till their Land ſhould be ut- 
| re terly deſolate, and the Lord ſhould have re- 
© * moved their People far away; and there ſhould 
| be a great forſaking in the midſt of the Land;“ 
that is, as to the whole People, and Country of 
the Jews. 80, 5 : 

Our Lord ſpeaking of theſe latter Times of 
. Jeruſalem, and the Jeus, even from their De- 
ſolation by the Roman Armies downwards, thro 
theſe Days of Their Dzſper/ion, and to the End 
of the preſent Oeconomy, or State of Things, 
[ ſays— Theſe are the Days of Vengeance, 
= te that all Things that are written muſt be ful- 
5 te filled. But Wo unto them who are with 
| * Child, and to them that give Suck in thoſe 
** Days ; for there ſhall be great Diſtreſs in wo

% Land, and Wrath upon this People: And 

e They ſhall fall by the Edge of the Sword; 
es and ſhall. be led away Captive into all Na-

e tiles ſhall be fulfilled.” That is, till all the 
Gentiles that will embrace the Goſpel, ſhall have 
embrac'd the ſame accordingly; and all that 
either will refuſe it, or apoſtatiſe from it, ſhall 
be deſtroy'd with their preſent temporal King- 

doms, and States, Luk. xxi. 22. And again, 
He foretells the ſame Deſolations ſo far back 
as by the firſt Penman of his written Revelation, 
Moſes, Deut. xxviii. 58. * If thou wilt not ob- 
< ſerve to do all the Words of this Law, that 
are written in this Book, that thou mayeſt 
fear this glorious and fearful Name, T H E 
«LORD THY GOD, Then will the 
Lord make thy Plagues wonderful, and of 
© long Continuance, and fore Sickneſſes, and of 
e Jong Continuance,.” Meaning, that is ſhould 
not be like the Babyloniſb, and others of their 
former Captivities, which were to be but of 
fort Continuance; ſo ſhort, that ſeveral Per- 
ſons, who ſaw the Beginnings, liv'd to ſee the 
Ends of the ſame. Whereas, This Their final 
Captivity (which was to follow the Deſirudtion 
of their City, and Temple by the Romans) was to 
continue many Ages, even to the Concluſion of the 
preſent Order, and Oeconomy of the World. | 
But the Divine Law-givet goes on with the 
Denunciations of the Lord againſt Them, v. 62. 
And ye ſhall be left few in Number,

They were to be Vagabonds, and Fugitives in al 


Lands, as we ſee they are unto this Day. 

In like Manner, the Prophet Hoſea threatens 
Ephraim, or the ten Tribes, that They ſhou'd 
be Wanderers among the Nations, F 
But This alſo was intended to reach to Judah, 
or the Jews. For thus, whatever the Puniſh- 
ment of Ephraim was to be, the ſame in Sub- 
ſtance is threaten'd alſo to Judah, by the Pro- 
phet Yeremiah, * I will caſt You out of my 
Sight, as I have caſt out all your Brethren, 


even the whole Seed of Ephraim, Jer. vii. 15. 


And yet once more, 
It is denounc'd againſt them in the above 


cited Chapter, Deut. xxviii. 37.— And thou 


« ſhalt become an Aſtoniſhment, a Proverb, 
« and a By-word among all Nations, whither 


% the Lord ſhall lead thee.” And this is re- 


peated and affirm'd, with ſore Additions, by 
the Prophet Jerenich 5 And I will deliver 
«. them to be remov'd into all the Kingdoms of 
«the Earth for their HURT, to be a Re- 
<« proach, and a. Proverb, a Taunt, and a 
«CURSE, in all. Places whither I ſhall 
« DRIVE them, Jer. xxiv. 9.” They were,

Lord had Curſed, and Excommunicated them 
from his Church and People; and that, not only 


by his Word and Sentence in the Scriptures, but 


alſo by the Operations of his Vengeance, diſcern- 
able, as I have ſaid before, to all the Earth. - 
Theſe fearful Sentences ſome Modern Relax- 


ers would ſoften into little or Nothing more than 


a ſort of general Predictions of the Jeus being 


expell d from their own Land, and being kept 
Diſtinguiſb'd by their Cuſtoms and Rites from o- 
ther 3 till, by ſuch lenient Conſtructions, 
They even mollify, and almoſt turn Their ſaid 


Proverb of Reproach into a Word of Praiſe, and 


Their very Curſe into a Bleſſing. But theſe are 
the Words of the Terrors of the Almighty, with- 


| which we are to perſuade, and awe, and warn, 
and convince Mankind : And which, None can 
ever attempt to molliſy, or relax, without incur- 
ring the Guilt of Dimini/hing, or taking from, 
the Wards of the moſt High, and thereby drawing 
upon Themſelves the Execrations therein pri- 
marily denounc'd againſt Others, together with 
Thoſe denounc'd againſt the Diminiſbers of rhoſe 
Words, See Deut. iv. 2. and xii. 32. Rev. 
xxii. 19. 

But there is yet another whole Chapter, which 
St. Jerom, and other good and learned Divines, 
apply to the ſeveral Deſolations of the Jews, by 

Nebuchadnezzar, Antiochus, Titus, Adrian; and 
to their miſerable Circumſtances in the Apes fol- 
lowing ; which is too long, and too full for me 
fo * on in this ſhort Tract; I mean, the 5th

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Chapter of Ezeliels Prophecy, which, by the 
Particulars whereof it conſiſts, appears to be 
rightly applied, as aforeſaid. But, as to what 
concerns the Matter in Hand, plain it is, that 
the Threatning in the gth verſe, appropriates the 
more grievous Part of the whole, to the Ser. 
ings of this execrated People from the Times of 
Titus and Adrian downwards, to this Day, 
*« And I will do in thee that which I have not 
* done, and whereunto I will not do any more 
* the like, becauſe of all thine Abominations.“ 
For, it is certain, the Then Babylonih Captivity, 
tho' it anſwer'd the Character of exceeding all 
their former Inflictions, yet it anſwer'd not that 
of exceeding all that They ſhou'd Suffer in Time to 
come: what They have ſuffer'd for 1700 Years, 
and do. ſtill Suffer, being plainly unlike, above, 
and beyond all that they endured They, or at any 
other Time ſince They became a Nation. 5 
Theſe, and many more ſuch dreadful Things, 
are predicted concerning the Fews Deſolation 
and Diſpenſion, as thoſe Puniſhments have now 
been, and to this Day are ſo rigorouſly infifedt 
upon them ; for Denying, and putting our Lord 
to Death, and perſiſting ſtill impenitent, and ob- 
frinate to gvow thoſe exterminating Crimes, *

* The exellent Raymund Martin proves at large, that the 
Fer Themſelves, in their own Talmuds, acknowledge thus 

much, and even more, concerning Themſelves, in this Part;

But now haue they bath ſeen, and hated both me and 
my Father. But this, ſays he, cometh to paſs that the Mord 
tobe be fulfilledithat is written in their Law, They hatetl me 
without A iCauſe. Compare Pf. xxxv. 19. and lxix. 4. & al. 
Thus wonderfully 1 the Confeſtion of the Fews we 
themſebves, agree even with our Lord's Declaration of the 
Word of Prophecy relating to Himſelf, and Them. Which, 
ſurely, [ought to carry with it Convictions, which they, 
whom it concerns, ſhould not avaid. finding, and feeling, in 
themſelves! While the ſame muſt yield freſh Matter of Ha- 


miration and Praiſe to * = ſeeing, how God has 


not only .confirm'd his Word with his JYorks, but has alſo 


made his Enemies to confirm it, by giving their Te/ttmony alſo

Among all the aſtoniſhing Plagues wherewith 
the Lord threatens them by Moſes, he neverthe- 
leſs adds, for this other Part“ Yet, for all 
ce this when they be in the L and of their Ene- 
* mies, I will not caſt them away, neither will 
« ] abhor them to deſtroy them utterly, and to 
* break my Covenant with them. For I am 
« the Lord their God; but I will for their Sakes 
« remember the Covenant of their Anceſtors, 
«whom I brought forth out of the Land of 
« Egypt, in the Sight of the Heathen, that I 
cc might be their God, Lev. xxvi. 44, 45.” And 
again, Deut. iv. 80, 31. When thou art in 
« Tribulation, and all theſe Things are come 
« upon thee, even in the latter Days, (thoſe of 
ic the Chriſtian Diſpenſation) if thou ſhalt turn 
« unto the Lord thy God, and ſhalt be obedient 
« unto his Voice, (for the Lord thy God is a 
« Merciful God) He will not forſake thee, nei- 
ether deſtroy thee, nor forget the Covenant of 
« thy Fathers which he Swear unto them.” 
In like Manner, the holy FEſalmiſt, as plac'd in

back the Captivity of his People, then ſhall 
Jacob rejoice, and Iſrael ſhall be right glad, 
Pf. xiv. 7.“ This, and other like Texts, 
we know, have their Spiritual Application -

the Spiritual Iſrael of the Church of Chriſt; as 


many are ready enough to allow, who, never- 


theleſs, are averſe to the ſpiritual Interpretation 
on moſt other Points; but, this is by no Means 


all ; but ſuch Texts have their /iteral Fulfilling 
alſo: Nay, the feral Application is ſtill in 
Order firft, and ſerves as the Foundation on which 
the ſpiritual is built. And, this appears to be 
the Caſe with Reſpect of this laſt cited Text of 
the Pſalmiſt, in particular: The ſame being u- 
nited, in Terms, with the very Prophecy cited 
by St. Paul in the Context already produc'd from 
him. pag. 4. ſupr.— There ſhall come out of 
«. Sion the Deliverer, &c.” which it is his imme- 
diate Deſign to apply, literally, to the Jews Call 
and Converſion to Chriſt in ſome of theſe latter 
Days of the World. From whence we cannot 
but infer, by Parity, or rather by Unity and Iden- 
tity of Reaſon, that this of the P/almijt, and other 
like Texts ſhall have (in ſome Manner) their li- 
teral Fulfilling in the ſame great Event.“ 

To the ſame Purpoſe, the Lord promiſes a- 
gain, in moſt ſublime Terms, by the Prophet 
Amos, at the Cloſe of his Prophecy. « At 


« that Day, I will raiſe up the Tabernacle of 
David that is fallen down, and will cloſe up 


This Jrenæus lib. 5. cap. 33, 34. much inſiſts on, with 


Reſpect of the glorious State of the Church' that is to be 


after the Defiruttion of Antichriſt, and at the Conſummation ot 
this preſent State of Things: And it holds equally with Re- 
ect of the Vocation of the Jews : which (according to all the

Tephecies on this Head) is to have fo great a Part in that 
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1 the Breaches thereof, and will build it as in 
te the Days of old, that they may poſſeſs the 
* Remnant of Edom, and of all HE Heathen

This gives us a mixt Prophecy of three or four 
great Events : As 

Firſt, of the Reſurrection of the Tabernacle of 
the Body of the true David, Chriſt, from the 
dead. 
Secondly, of the Converſio on of the Gentile Na- 
tions to the Faith of Chriſt by his Apoſtles, and 
their Incorporating into the frritual * of his 
Church, 
Thirdly, of the Matter whereof we now treat, 
viz. the final Call and Reſtoration of the Jews, 
And, 
| Fourthly, of the Reduction of the other Inf 
dels and 1 pgſlates, the Idolaters, Mahometans, 
and Heretics, that ſhall be ſtanding out againſt 
the Faith of Chriſt, at that Time. After all 
which, follow ſome Particulars ſtill farther rela- 
ting to the glorious State of 'Things at that great 
Time. « Behold, the Days come, faith the 
« Lord, that the Plowman ſhall overtake the 
cc Reaper; and the Treader of Grapes him that 
*« ſoweth Seed; and the Mountains ſhall drop 
« {ſweet Wine; and all the Hills ſhall melt. 
And then I will bring again the Captivity of 
« my People 1/rae/; and they ſhall build the 
« waſte Cities, and inhabit them; and they 
„ ſhall plant Vine-yards, and drink the Wine 
thereof: They ſhall alſo make Gardens, and

* eat his Fruit of them: And I will plant them 
te upon their Land: And they ſhall no more be 
e pulled up out of their Land, which I have gi- 
<« ven them, faith the Lord thy God.” Now, 
None of theſe laſt-promis'd glorious Things 
are hitherto come to paſs; for the Cities of the 
Land of 1/rael do ſtill lie waſte and uninhabited ; 
neither are the People yet planted in their Land, 
nor are, in any Reſpect, likely fo to be at pre- 
ſent. They being, on the contrary, deſolate Va- 
gabonds all over the Earth to this Day: Neither 
4s there any Thing of that prodigious Plenty and 
Exuberance, as in a new and glorious Paradiſe 
like Eden, to be yet ſeen in the World ; but, 
contrariwiſe, plundering Wars, and fearful .

vaſtations, in all their horrible F orms, are per- 
petually Diſtracting, and making Havock of the 
Nations for their Ungodlineſs: But all theſe 
Things will aſſuredly be otherwiſe one Day: 
Becauſe it is promiſed that they ſhall be fo, in 
the Word of God, that cannot he, nor fail His | 
People as to the leaſt Tittle of any of the Things 
that He ever hath reveal'd to them in that Word ; 
Becauſe no one Thing hath ever yet fa: d of be- 
ing done in its Time that hath been promis'd to 
be heretofore done: And, therefore, no more 
ſhall any of the Things fail of their Accompliſh« 
ment that do ſtill remain to be accomplithed : 
But the whole of them hall as certainly come N 
paſs, in their Times to. come, as any of thoſe o- 
ther Things ever yet have, in dart ſaid former 
er come to bali. „„

tion of the Fews, and the Glorification of His 
whole Church, at that Time, For the Heavens 

and the Earth ſhall ſhake ; and the Lord ſhall ma» 
nifeſt EHimpelf to them by his perſonal. Appear». 
ance, which they ſhall ſee; and by a mighty 
Voice, which hoy ſhall hear. And 

We moreover have another ſublime Prophecy, 
in which we have an Account of another Cir 
cumſtance that will be exhibited in the Manner 
alſo of the Jews Reſtoration, This is in Iſaiah 
Ch. xxvii. ver, 12, 13. where he ſays, —* And 
« it ſhall come to paſs in that Day, that the 
“ Lord ſhall beat off [all Oppoſition and Hin- 
te drance] from the Chanel of the River unto 
e the Stream of Egypt; and ye ſhall be ga- 
6c thered one by one, O ye Children of Mael.“ 
That is, ye ſhall be deliver'd from all ſuch like 
Oppreſſrs and Tormenters as your Enemies, the 
_ Egyptians and Aſſyrians, have been to you afore- 
time, © And ye ſhall be gathered one by one 
„ (as with all Care and Diligence) inſomuch 
* that not one of you ſhall be loft, or miſſing, 
at that Day, O O ye Children of Iſrael. ” 39 
. C 2 which, 
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which, he adds, © And the great Trumpet ſhall 
< be blown. 

Therefore, beſides the Earthquake, and the 
vu oice before-mention'd, here is another Circum- 
flance reveal'd, wherein we have Information, as 
J have faid, of ſomewhat of the Manner of the 
great Af of which we treat, viz, in this great 
Trumpet which is then to ſound, which, with 
thoſe before pointed out, deſerves our extraordi- 

nary Notice, and Regard, 

In order therefore to underſtand their Reaſon, 
we may obſerve it as a Rule for the directing of 
our Judgment in reading. the Holy Scriptures, 
that the ſublime Deſcriptions in the Prophets and 
other latter Divine Penmen, do very frequently 
1 take their Riſe from, and refer to, Things and 
ö Tranſactions recorded in the Books of the Law 
| ö of Moſes: From whence many of them are again 
tif | carried down to the End of the New Teſtament : 


| | For want of noting which, the Reaſon and Pro- 
1 Fpriety of ſuch Deſcriptions muſt often be over- |

ſort, plainly is his of the great Trumpet men- 
| tion'd in the laſt-cited Text of Tſaiah, with thoſe 
| of the Earthquake, Voice, &c. ſpoken of, in the 
| Text above, by Joel. And I could ſhew many 
40 more, if I had Room in this Place for it. 'Theſe 
I! | Things, I fay, do give us (by Way of Reference 
do fo many ſtupendous Divine Tranſactions re- 
| corded in the Law) ſome Particulars of the Man- 
4 ner of the Jews Call and Converſion, of which 
F JI am now treating. For, when the Iſraelites 
were aſſembled to receive the Law at Mount

Sinai, there were, among other Divine Won 
ders, theſe three; viz. an Earthquake about the 
Mountain; à Voice anſwering Moſes; and the 
Sound of a Trumpet exceeding loud. Exod. xix. 16, 
18, 19. And all theſe ſhall be again at the laſt 
Day, when the Lord Himſelf ſhall deſcend from 
Heaven with a ſhout ; and, with the Voice of the 
Arch- Angel; and with the Trump of God, where- 
with He ſhall ſummon and convene all the Earth 
to Judgment. confer Matt. xxiv. 31. 1 Theſ. iv. 
16. & al. Nor is this all, but according to 
thoſe Deſcriptions of the Prophets above- produc'd; 
as they felt the Earthquake ; and heard the Voice 

of God, with the terrible Trumpet calling them 
together at Sinai; ſo are they reſpectively to feel 
the like, and to hear the ſame again, at that Day, 
calling them to march from all Parts of the Earth 
towards their own Land; and they ſhall know, 
and obey the mighty Call; ſo that, they ſhall come 
(as the Holy Prophet farther inſiſts) that were 
ready to periſh in the Land of Aſſyria, and the 
Outcaſts in the Land of Egypt. That is, where- 
ever they ſhall then be in Captivity and Diſper- 
fron, (like their Fathers in Egypt and Babylonia) 

they ſhall hear, and hall come to worſhip the Lord 
in the holy Mount at Jeruſalem. Thus have we 
ſufficient Aſſurance of the Matter, with Ideas of 
Part alſo of the Manner, and ſome of the Cir- 
cumſtances of the final Converſion of the Jeus. 

Befides the ordinary Invitation of the Miniſters 
of Chri/t in all Ages perſuading them to embrace 
the Goſpel, they will have 4 Call extraordinary, 
by the Lord Himſelf miraculouily interpoſing zo 
* py gather 
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gather them out of all Nations. - As Mr. Mede 

in ſexeral Letters and Diſcourſes, has alfa touch 2 
in Part. Upon the Whole, 

We ſee, there is contain'd in Holy Writ a 
waſh Revelation of God on this Affair 74 the Jews 
Reſtoration in the laſt Days, infolded indeed in 
a Multitude of ſablime Figures, fo that we can- 
not fully and d;ftinetly determine of all the Cir- 
cumſtances of it's Accompliſhment : However, we 
have Information of enough to aſſure us, in the 
general, of two Particulars; the one according 
to the Letter, and the other according to the 
Spirit of the Prophecies; I mean, 

Firſt, That the Jews ſhall one Day be Ad 
in Land glorious Manner, to their City and Conte 

, in the Kingdom of God, thro' the Faith of 
70 Jeſus. And, 

Secondly, that very excellent Things (as the 
Pſalmiſt if els) will thereupon follow, not only 
to them, but to the whole Church of Chriſt : For 
which, we of the Gentile Chriftian Nations, 
ought alſo 70 glorify God, in the mean Time, and 
to lift up our Hearts, by Faith, from the preſent 
baſe and ſordid Purſuits of this fin- infected Life 
and World, to rejoice in Hope, that We, (if 
any of us ſhould live to the Time ) ſhall partake 
of that glorious State upon Earth, I mean, with- 
out being firſt ſubjected to the otherwiſe-general 
Law of Death Or, if we deceaſe before, that 
we ſhall enjoy the ſame with all His Saints that 
have been from the Beginning of the World, at. 


the Reſurregtion from the Dead. But, 


As 
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As the diſtinct Manner; ſo, the particular 
Time of this Call and Reftoration of the Jews, is, 
for many great and uſeful Reaſons, ſtill kept (in 
a great Meaſure) conceal'd from us. Of that 
Day and Hour knoweth no Man, faith our Lord. 
And yet the Scriptures, in ſeveral Places, do give 
us ſome general Notes of the Time. Nay, in 
one Place, they even give us an ra, and Pe- 
riod, at the Determination whereof it is to be. 
Let us then ſee how this is. 

Firſt, they give us ſome general Notes of the 
Time, For, St. Paul informs us, it is to be — 
when the Pulneſs of the Gentiles ſpall be come in. 
As our Lord, in like Manner, tells us, that the 

| Diſperſon of the fewifh People, and the Deſo- 
lation of their City and Country, is to continue, 
until the Times of the Gentiles ſhall be fu led. 
Moreover, this Time, or theſe Times, the Pro- 
phet Daniel places (with more Particularity) at 
that which is to be, in ſome Manner, the Con- 
fummation, or laſt Day. Dan. ix. ad fin. From 
whence ſome, both ancient and modern Divines, 
_ have perfuaded themſelves, that it ſhall-never be 
at all. For, what Room, ſay they, can be left 
for an Eftabliſhment that is not even to commence, 
till the 4% Day, or End of Time? 
hut herein they appear to err, that they take 
the Conſummation, or laſt Day in God's Account 
of Times, with the fame Preciſeneſs that they 
uſe to take, this, or that Day of the Month, or 
Tear, in the poor narrgw Hiſtorical Reckonings 
of Men. But the Matter is by no Means fo, For, 
as St. Peter explains it to us, One Day is with 


Ged, 
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God, and in His Word, as a thouſand N ears, and 
a thouſand Years as one Day. 2 Pet. iii. 8. S0 
that, the Terms, that Day, the laſt Day, the 
End or Conſummation, &c. do often denote the 
End or Concluſion of ſome one Dzſpenſat;on, or 
Series of divine Acts; and the Beginning, or 
Entring on another; and that, I ſay, not where 
ſome one Day of Four-and-twent Hours, but 
a Day of ſeveral Nears, or even of ſeveral Ages, 
is intended. Thus the whole — or Diſpen- 
ſation of Chriſtianity, is call'd to Day. Heb. iii. 13. 
The Day of Salvation, 2 Cor. vi. 2. and the laſt 
Time. 1 John ii. 18. And, to come cloſe to our 
Point, tbe Day we are now treating of, the laßt 
Day, the Day of the Conſummation, or Deſtru#i on 
of the preſent, both political and natural Syſtems, 
and the Day of God's final Judgment; (for all 
theſe do denote one and the ſame Day) this Day, 
I ay, 16 the very Day of à thouſand Years ex- 
plan d by St. Peter, as I have mention'd before; 
and therefore, if the Converſion of the Fews be 
one of the Affairs that is to be accompliſh'd on 
bat Day, as it certainly is, then as that Event 
may be brought to paſs, either ſooner, or later, 
within the long Age of the ſaid Day; ſo is it 
true, that we do know it n Part, as to the Time, 
and yet but in Part, and not preciſely, or to a 
Day, and Hour, as we know 4 Day and Hour 
in our ſcanty mortal Annals, and according to 
our poor Epbemerides, and Almanacks. And yet, 
+ Secondly, and, more particularly, we have an 
Ara, and Period, from whence to date, and at 
which to fix the Determination of_ this 2 E, 
al. 
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ai its Events, given us. For thus, as hath been 
ſhewn in Letter and Spirit, pag. 340, and ſeq. 
The holy Prophet Daniel foretelling the Profa- 
nation of the Temple at Feruſalem by Antiochus 
Epiphanes, (which fell out 170 Years before the 
Cbriſtian Ara) tells us expreſsly, it was to be 2300 
Days [Years] from the Time of the ſaid Pro- 
fanation to the Reſtoration of the Jewiſh Sanctu- 
ary, and People, For chap. viii. ver, 13, 14. He 
ſays — Then I heard one Saint ſpeaking ; and 
*« another Saint ſaid unto that certain Saint which 
e ſpake, How long ſhall be the Viſion con- 
e cerning the daily Sacrifice, and the Tranſ- 
5 greſſion of Deſolation, to give both the Sanc- 
* tuary and the Hoſt to be trodden under Foot: 
* And he ſaid unto me, to two thouſand and 
* three hundred Days | Years] then ſhall the 
* SanQtuary be cleanſed.” To which he adds 
in the next Chapter, That the Sanctuary was 
*© to be deſolate,” and conſequently, the Place 
thereof to continue profane and wncleanſed, to the 
Conſummation. The Time, therefore, of both 
theſe Events, viz. of the Reftoration of the Sanc- 
tuary, and of the Conſummation, is to be one and 
the ſame Time. So that, by this, any one may 
compute, that from this preſent Time to that, 
cannot be more than 378 Years now to come. 
Within which Time, how many, and great 
| Things and Works, for the accompliſhing of the 
Prophecies, are to be perform'd and done | ? For, 
therein the Meaſure of the Inigulty o- Mankind 
in general, is to be ld up; the Declen/ion, and 
even declar'd Apoſtacy, or Falling off of Chriſti 
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ans in theſe Wet and Northern Regions, i in parti- 
cular, is to happen; the Deceptions and Perſecu- 
tions by Antichriſt, are to be wrought and finiſh'd'; 

the Call and Converſion of the Jews to be effect⸗ 
ed; and all the other Diſpenſations of God in 
this State of Things, to be brought to their final 
Concluſion. Only, we are to remember, that the 


Days mention'd in this Æra, and Period, ſtand 


for Years, as the Days mention'd in the Prophecy 
of the 70 Meels, chap. ix. ad fin. confeſſedly do: 
No Body diſputing thoſe Years, tho' there is 
much Diſagreement about their Date, or Begin- 
ning: Of which, in the Caſe of thoſe 2300 
Years, there can be no ſuch Controverſy. Be- 


_ cauſe the ſaid Profanation by Epiphanes, is a 


well known Fact; and therefore 2300 Years 
have their ſettled Ara, or Beginning: This, 
therefore, being thus known, the End thereof, 
with the Accompliſhment of the Things, which, 
according to the Word of Prophecy, are to be 
done at that Time, cannot at any Time be un- 
known. Nevertheleſs, 

As the Fulfilling of the Prophecies, certainly 
will, in many Inſtances, and on many Accounts, 
come out gradually ; and (both with Reſpect of 


the principal Events, and alſo of the Things 
preparatory, and acceſſorial to them) at diverſe 


Moments; fo, tho' the Calling of the Fews, and 
the End of the World, or preſent Oeconomy, will, 
doubtleſs, be, in ſme Manner, as the Proofs I 
have brought demonſtrate, and at, or within that 
Period, on the whole; yet chere may alſo be 


ſeveral |

ſeveral Stages in the Accompliſhment of all; # 
by Means of which, what our Lord hath likewiſe 
told us, will be found equally true, viz. that of 
| [that preciſe] Day and Hour, when all theſe 
Things, to every particular Circumſtance of each, 
ſhall be fulf/led, No Man knoweth, The Falling 
away among Chriſtians, and the Revealing of that 
Man of Sin, the Son of Perdition, are for the pur- 
poſe) to precede the Affairs of that vaſt Day. And 
of theſe we cannot yet have Full, and adequate No- 
tions. Nevertheleſs, as wagons af of Iniquity, 
did, in the Apoſtle's Time, already begin to work, 
and hath at ſeveral Times ſince been continued, 
and carried on ; as 


* For this Reaſon, tho' the Account thus given of the 
Conſummation, &c. from the Prophet Daniel, ſeems to over- 
ſhoot the common Tradition of both Fews and Chriſtians con- 
cerning the World's Duration, viz. that, as it was created in 
fix ſhort Days of twenty-four Hours, ſo was it to laſt fix long 
Days of a thoufand Years; after which, was to follow the 
great Sabbath of the Millennium. I ſay, tho' theſe Things ſeem 
to claſh, yet are they hereby reconciled ; in that, the greater 
Part of the conſummatory Works, at leaſt, thoſe that are pre- 
paratory to the very Conſummation itſelf, may be finiſh'd with- 
in the fixth great Day of the World; and, ſo, the Conſum- 
mation itſelf be ſaid, in this Reſpect, to be then; and yet, the 
full End of All may not be, till the ſeventh Day, or great Sab- 
bath ſhall be begun, and even ſomewhat advanc'd. So that, 
we {till have ſome Notes of the Time; tho', for their di/tin&# 
Gradations and Steps in Fulfilling, they are not yet made diſtingt-

Knewledee and Paver to declare, when he pleaſes, and as he 
pleaſes ; and, perhaps, in ſome Reſpects alſo, to accelerate, or 
returd them, as he knows, and ſees beſt and fitteſt, Of 
which too, we have ſome, not obſcure Intimations in Scrip- 
ture. As in Matt. xxiv, 22. where it is ſaid, Except thoſe Days | 
Should be fhorten'd, ng Fleſh ſhouid be ſaued.

weaker Minds, a e Fainting, and Deſ- 
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y A At the forging of the 7. almuds by the

Thirdly, As the fame is, now of late, yet 
much more advanc'd, by the Depravations of the 
Socinians, and Deifts; which are ſo utterly ſub- 
verſive of all that is called Religious, or Godly, 
among Men. As theſe Things, I fay, are thus; 
ſo do they give us no ſmall Indications, tho' not 
any hitherto full Manifeſtations of thoſe laſt 
Times and laſt Works of which we treat. How- 
ever, let us not, for this, loſe fight of either the 
divine Threatnings or Promiſes, as they are ſeve- 
rally recorded, for our Warning, and Encourage- 
ment, in Holy Writ. It is the bleſſed Apoſtle's 
Preface to the Words of that Text, ſeveral Times 
before inſiſted on a | would not, Brethren, 
« that ye ſhould be ignorant of this Myſtery,” 
meaning, of the Jews Vocation,” with the 
.other Events decreed to be previous to, or con- 


comitant with it. Which, indeed, is a Caution 


to us very expedient. Becauſe Tenorance of this 
Event, ſo far as it is reveal'd, cannot but have 


many bad Effects upon our Faith and Patience; 


and even upon our common Aims and Operations 


in the World, both with Reſpect of our preſent 
Adverſaries the Fewws, and alſo of our Brethren 


and Fellow-Chriſtians. 


Firſt, Ignorance of this divine My }feery, can- 
not but mightily tend to introduce, in ſome 


HPon- 
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pondency, in the Faith and Patience of the Gol- 
pel. While, in other bolder and more ſelf- 
ſufficient Spirits, it muſt bring on a general Hard- 
neſs of Heart, and contemptuous Denial of the 
Holy Scriptures, together with the old godleſs 
Scoff . Where is the Promiſe of His Come- 
« ing. 2 Pet. iii. 4. By which Means, the 
Truths of God will be arrogantly invaded by In- 
Adels, on one Side; and but faintly, if at all, de- 
fended by profeſs d Believers, on the other, And, 

Secondly, Ignorance in this Matter, muſt great- 
ly trouble and pervert the common Aims and 
Operations of Men profeſſing unn in the 
World. For, 

If Men ſo profeſſing, ſhould once take it into 
their Heads, that this amazing Diſperſion of the 
Jews, is not after all, judicially inflicted upon 
them by the righteous Judge of all the Earth for 
their Puniſhment, to a Time appointed, and ſet by 
Him; but that it hath ſo fallen out by Chance, or 
they Jaw not how; and (as to the Infliction of 
the ſame) may be either ſuſpended, or taken off 
again, bey know not why, or by what Hands; 
they will then be ready in their Preſumption to 
anticipate and confound Opportunities, and Acts ; 
as by making Leagues, and entring into Afocia- 
tions with, and granting new, and unheard-of 
temporal Privileges to them; Aſſociations, and 
Privileges, which (in this Caſe) will not be ac- 
cording to God; but according to ſome imagin'd 
Human Conveniency, after the ungodly Mammon 
of the World, only. For (as our Lord alſo hath 
declar'd) there is no Medium here, but where 
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Religion ſays one Thing, and ſecular Intereſt a- 


nother, and Men incline to the latter, there their 


Service indeed is to that Mammon, and not to God, 
For all which too, it is not impoſſible, but ſome, 
like Saul, pretending ſome extraordinary Zeal 
for God's Service and Worſhip, tho' againſt God's 
own expreſs Word and Will, may afterwards 
plead, that they granted ſuch Privileges, and en- 


ter' d into ſuch Aſſociations with Jews, to promote 


the Converſion and Reſtoration of the Jews. 
Now, we are certainly, with all Chriſtian 


Charity and Godlineſs, to wiſh, pray for, and en- 
deavour, the Aſſociating and Incorporating of the 


Jeus with us Chriſtians ; and to receive them, at 
any Time, or Times, thereto, with open Arms: 
But then, we are, ſurely, to take Care too, to act 
ſo as that we do not anticipate and confound 
Times and Works, Chriſtians are, J ſay, to be 
ever ready to receive Jews, but not with their 
Fudaiſm. With which the Sod of Chriſtians will 


no more receive them, nor allow them 7o be re- 


| ceiv'd by any that are His, They, therefore, 


are to ſtrive to 7ncorporate with them, but by the 
right Way and Means, appointed by God in this 
Matter ; which are thoſe that enſure (as far as 
may be) their Con ver ſion to Chriſt ; as by ſeeing 
them firſt catech:ſed and baptiſed into the Faith of 
Cbriſt, and then, after that, admitting them, in 
due Order, as Members of Chr:/ts ſpiritual Body 


the Church, to be Members alſo of their civil 


Communities and Commonwealths. The Order to be 


obſerv'd in this Matter, is even given to Chriſti- 


ans by the Law of God Himſelf in the Wed: of

His Goſpel “ They alſo, if they abide not in 
© Unbelief, ſhall be grafted in: for God is able 
« to graft them in again.“ Rom. xi. 23. And 
this all Chriſtiuns are requir'd by Chriſt to ob- 
ſerve ; otherwiſe, if they ſhall take them in, Un- 
converted, they will plainly begin, I ſay, as 
Chriſtians, at the wrong End. For why? they 
will graft them in, but without God, and even 
againſt God's own expreſs Word: They will 
bring them in, not by the Door into the Sheep-fold ; 
but make them climb up, as Thieves and Robbers, 
fome other Way. John x. 1. And fo, inſtead of 
being inſtrumental to the one great Affair of their 
Converſion, will go the Way to make themſelves 
inſtrumental to theſe three great Evils following : 

Firſt, To harden and fix the Jes themſelves, 


more and more, in their znveterate Unbelief, and. 


Rebellion againſt God; and, perhaps, embolden 
them to ſet up ſome Inpoſton for their yet-ex- 
pected Meſiah; and, in Conſequence of that, to 
commit all the Ravages they have done, on like 
Occaſions, heretofore. | 
Secondly, To give Occaſion to the bringing 
in of that /a/? and greateſt Falling away, that is 
predicted to be among Chriſtians; 2 Tim. ii. 3. 
and, thereby, | 
Thirdly, To involve themſelves in the Penalty 
of their Curſe, who ſay, They are Jews, and 
** are not, but are the Synagogue of Satan.“ Rev. 
1. 9. For, whatever People (in the cold decline 
of Chriſtianity) may fancy; © Whoſoever tranſ- 
e greſſeth, and abideth not in the Doctrine of 
* Chriſt, hath not God: He that abideth in the 
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32 
Doctrine of Chriſt, he hath both the Father 
* and the Son. If there come any unto you, 
and bring not this Doctrine (ef the Father 
and of Chriſt) receive him not into your Houſe, 
neither bid him God ſpeed. For he that bid- 
deth him God ſpeed, is Partaker. of his evil 
te Deeds.” To think to have God, and uo Chriſt; 
is to make ſure of Jong Both. And to abet them 
who pretend to confeſs God, but deny Chriſt; is 
to incur the Guilt of them that do deny Both. 
And do not the Tews, (if a Compariſon be made) 
in a more odious Manner than even the Maho-

metans themſelves, deny this indiſſoluble Doctrine 


and Revelation of the Father and of Chriſt ? Will 
any Chriſtians, then, receive ſuch Enemies of 
their Faith (againſt the Word of the Author of 
their Faith and Salvation) into their Houſes 2 
Yea, into the greater Houſes of their Kingdoms, 
and Common wealths? © And make them one in 


* national Privileges with themſelves” ? When 


this cannot be done without manifeſt Breach of 
their own Duty and Allegiance to God ; not with- 


out @poſtati2ing from, or at leaſt growing ſtrange- 


ly Jukewarm and indifferent to their own 0r1g1- 
nal Creed ; nay, not without daring the Ven- 
geance He has been for near 1700 Years execu- 
ting upon that rejected People? 

In ſhort, the Jes in their Judaiſm, are Rob- 
Bers, Mal. iii. 37. Traitors and Murderers, Acts 


vii. 53. whom the Divine Vengeance purſues: 
From which Man can give them no Aſylum to 


fly to: Neither is there any Aſylum at all open 


to them, but this one of ene: ; to which 
they

they were invited in the Days of the Apoſtles, and 
are yer invited. 

For myſelf, I do ſincerely, and, I hope, de- 
voutly wiſh all good Things, in the way of God- 
lineſs, to all Men; to my Brethren and Fellow- 
Cbriſtiuns, that chey may /tand faſt in the Holy 
Faith to which they have been called, without 
making themſelves Partakers of others Mens Sins, 
I mean by an Exceſs of falſe Love or Charity to 
Men, proceeding from a Defe## of true Love and 
Duty to God; and to the Fes, that they alſo 
may be ſoon brought to the Knowledge and Pro- 
feſfion of the ſame Divine Faith, without which 
neither Jew nor Gentile can be ſaved; and to 
which they alſo, at the Time known to God, 
are to be called: And, to promote which, I 
ſhould, I hope, be ever ready to dv, or ſuffer, 
any thing, to be inſtrumental. Accordingly, in 
this charitable Diſpoſition to Them, and to all 
Mankind, I conclude my preſent Diſcourſe with 
that Evangelical Prayer of the Pſalmiſt for this 
admirable Thing, (P/. cvi. 45.) vis. That God 
would be graciouſly pleas'd to remember us all, 
with the Favour that He ever beareth unto his Pec- 
ple; that he would viſit us with his Salvation; 
that we may ſee the Good of his Choſen ; that we 
may rejoice in the Gladneſs of his Nation ; and 
may glory with bis Inberitance; and all, through 

the Redemption and Saluation that is zn Christ 
Jeſus. Amen. 

N. B. I have ſaid nothing in this Diſcourſe of 
the C i uil Laus or Records of any Chriſtian Na- 
tion relating to the Jews; nor of any civ7/, or 

ether te, which they have ever bad, or

not had granted to them by ſuch Laws: But 
thoſe Laws and Records in Gy Place, are, for 
the moſt Part, till in being; and may, at any 
Time, be forth- coming; to confront with any 
' Privileges, whether in Reality, or Pretence, aſ- 
ſerted by any to have been heretofore had, or en- 
Joy'd, in any Chriſtian State, by Them, and the 
Truth made apparent to every- body. ] have 
only undertaken, for the preſent, to produce the 
Scripture-Laws and Records relating to this Peo- 
ple ; which I have repreſented, with their Con- 
ſequences, as they were, and are. Theſe, there- 
fore, I ſhall till inſiſt on, till ſome Man can 
ſhew that J have miſtaken them. Which I truſt 
none (but with ſtrange Relaxations of their own, 
unſcriptural, or rather, antiſcriptural) ever will 
do. In the mean time, I look on all forc'd Pal- 
hatives, and Excuſes, as Things, which, if falſe, 
never can, in any caſe, help a bad cauſe, nor hurt 

a good one; otherwiſe than as People may be 
E inveigled to disbelieve Truths and fal- 

low Inventions. 

Hortinger has a Kind of Appendix to the ſe- 
venth Section of the firſt Book of his Theſaurus 
Philologicus, on the inveterate Spite and Malice 
of the Jews againſt Chriſtians; which I will 
tranſlate, and add to this Treatiſe ; as the ſame 
Will likewiſe ſerve for a Supplement to the Things 
I heretofore noted, to the ſame Purpoſe, in my 
Admonitions. He ſays, therefore, 

How flagrant this Hatred of Theirs againſt us, 
is, appears ſeveral Ways. As 
Firſt, From the odious and opprobrious Names 

by which they 2 call us. Such as 1. Na-

gareans, or Diſciples of Jeſus of Nazareth 
4 who have perverted the Words of the living 


4. Epicureans. 5. Lgfidel. 6. Aliens. 7. Fleſh and 
Blood, 8. The Uncireumeis'd. g. Dogs. 10, Cu- 
theans, or Samaritans, 11, Ammonites, and Moa- 
bites. 12. The Blind. 13. The Impure, or Un- 
clean. 

Secondly, From the Injuries, Cruelties, Frauds, 
Extortions, exorbitant Uſuries, P ciſenings of 
Spring, and Mells, Robberies public and private, 
Kc. All which Barbarities they do, and commit, 
againſt Chriſtians, and glory in them. To which, 
add, their inſatiable Thirſt for the Blood of Chri- 
ſtians, eſpecially, of (briſtian Children, which 
they often /teal, and folemnly Crucify : And, for 
which, they have been ſo often 9 * out of 
ſo many Cbriſſian Countries. 

Thirdly, From the abominable Blaſobemies, 
and Execrations, which they utter againſt Chriſt, 
and all Chriſtian People; not only on their 
Feaſt-Days, and Sabbaths, as mention'd by ſome 
Authors; but every Day; ; yea, three Times a 


Day, according to others. Whereupon, Hottin- 


ger himſelf makes it a Queſtion, whether they 
do theſe horrible Things of Religion, or of Ma- 
lice. Which is, ſurely, very weak, Becauſe, 
beſides all the other bad Things with which their 
Religion is ſo juſtly chargeable, their making it 
ſerve to authoriſe ſuch abominable and biahelic 
Aces, certainly renders their ſaid Religion rei 
tenfold more abominable and diabolic. 


Fourthly, From their ſo dere/ting all Chriſtians, and 
holding them to be ſo Uzc/ean as to to prohibit their 


People, under the ſevereſt Penaltics, from having any 
| ſocial 


by God.” 2. Genttles, or Heathens. 3. Heretics. 
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BESS, 
ſocial Intercourſe or Converſation, or ſa much as to eat 
and drink with them. This, indeed, they ſay, their 
preſent Circumſtances do oblige them in Part to diſ- 
penſe with, tho” againſt their Inclinations. WINS 
Fifthly, from the Diſturbances and Perſecutions rais'd 
their Anceſtors. againſt Chriſtians, often with greater 

,ruelty than was done by the Pagans themlielves. 

Io all which I beg leave to add, that, tho' what 
ſome have lately alleg'd in their Favour be granted, 
viz. that the modern eus have loſt much of the old 
Fewiſh Venom, and are become much more candid, 
humane, and civil, than their Anceſtors ; yet, it may be 
adviſable to remember, that a Serpent when benumm'd 
and render'd Unactive with the Cold, is ſtill what he 
was, à Serpent; and if you bring him into your Houſe, 
and cheriſh him a little with the kindly Warmth of 
your Fire, he will ſoon recover his Serpentine Quali- 
ties, to fill all the Place with his Hiſſings, and, per- 
haps, drive you out of your own Habitation. 
For Proof of the above Particulars, Hottinger refers 
to Authorities in Abundance, as the Reader may ſee, 
and turn to them as he pleaſes, for himſelf. And, to 
turn to them, at this Time, may, perhaps, be of Uſe 
for ſupply of Matter to ſome pious Chriſtians, who 
would write, or converſe, as occaſion offers, about the 
Fewos, and their Affairs: Eſpecially, conſidering, that 
Ibey, and their Affairs, have, till very lately, lain much 
out of the Way of our commgn Thoughts and Studies 
We ſhall, I hope, in a ſhort Time, get better acquaint 
ed with both; and, by that Means, better know on 
oon Religion allo as well as Theirs. If this had bee 
" attended. to ſooner, ſome Things, that have been don 
at which we are griev'd, I am perſuaded, would no 
have been done. I mean, if ſome (whoſe Buſineſs it is 
had been prepar'd to inform others! Mean while, 
to any Thing that is gone wrong, common Prudence 
. Ingenuity, Love of Country, Religion, All, bid u 
Undo thett” and Be as ye Were. "od 
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
